He specifically mentioned 


extension 
of Interstate 29 to 


serve southeast Arkansas, plus 
construction 
U.S. 71 and U.S. 


82 in the district. 


2. Create a governmental cli- 


mate in which business can 
grow and profit for the "bene- 
fit of those thousands of hard- 
working people whose jobs- and 
homes 
depend 
upon business 


and industry." 


3. Work to restore prosperity 


to rural areas, which will bene- 
fit from loosened 
government 


curbs on production of com- 
modities, which could be made 
possible by increased demand 
resulting 
from 
new 
foreign 


markets, 
population 
creases 


Arnold said that the district's 


per capita income is $1,581, well 
below 
the 
state average of 


$1,735, which is "about 35 per 
cent 
below the national 
av- 


erage." 


Two other candidates 
were 


active Sunday. 


Pryor said at Camden that 


he is glad to have been criti- 
cized for using "political ama- 
teurs" in his campaign. 


Pryor, 31, said that many of 


his workers had not participat- 
ed 
in any previous political 


campaign, but they found 
the 


job exciting and satisfying. 


Murphy said at a reception 


in Dermott that he would work 
to help improve the U.S. bal- 
ance of payments.

W.R.'s Ghost

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


specter of Winthrop Rockefeller 
will haunt the Democratic pri- 
mary Tuesday as seven men 
vie to succeed Gov. Orval Fau- 
bus as the party's 
standard 


bearer. 


Rockefeller 
is 
himself 
in- 


volved In a primary race, but 
he is expected to be the man 
the 
Democratic 
winner 
must 


andle in November in a year 
in which the Democratic nomi- 
nation 
is 
no longer 
"tanta- 


mount" to election. 


While Faubus is not himself 


a candidate for the first time 
since 1954, his 
administration 


and his political 
organization 


have been major issues in a 
grueling 
if not exciting two- 


month campaign. 


A Democratic runoff Aug. 9 


appeared certain. Polls report- 
edly 
shjw 
no candidate 
with 


more than 25 per cent of the 
vote. Fifty per cent is needed 
to avoid a runoff. 


About 400,000 persons are ex- 


pected 
to 
vote, perhaps 
as 


many as 50,000 of them in the 
GOP primary. 
Arkansas 
has 


687,631 registered voters, a 
record for a primary election. 


Sen. John L. McClellan and 


all three incumbent congress- 
men have opposition and there 
is 
a 
five-man race for the 


Democratic nomination in the 
4th District 
where Rep. Oren 


Harris resigned in February to 
become a federal judge. 


There 
are eight candidates 


for 
lieutenant governor, three 


for attorney general and a total 
of seven in three contested Su- 
preme Court races. 


Rockefeller's opponent is Gus 


McMillan of Sheridan, who ran 
for governor as a Democrat in 
1954. 
Rockefeller 
says 
the 


Democrats 
put McMillan into 


the race for harassment. 


In some respects, it has been 


the field against Frank Holt in 
the Democratic race for gover- 
nor. At one time or another, 
each of the other candidates has 
referred to Holt as a "machine 
candidate." Jim Johnson, Sam 
Boyce and Kenneth Sulcer have 
dwelled on this aspect of the 
campaign. 


Boyce, 
Sulcer 
and Johnson 


have also charged that the ma- 
chine is backing Hays and Ai- 
ford as well, in case Holt Can't 
win. 


Holt, Hays and Alford have 


denied

an advisor to Presidents Ken- 
nedy and Johnson and he has 


emphasized his friendships in 
Washington in the campaign. 


Alford, 50, was in Congress 


for four years, leaving to run 
unsuccessfully 
against 
Faubus 


in 1962. He is an eye doctor. 


Johnson, 41, is a former state 


senator who gained a statewide 
following 
as 
a 
segregationist 


spokesman during racial trou- 
bles of the 1950s. He was elect- 
ed to the Supreme Court in 1958 
and resigned to make this race. 


Boyce, 34, is prosecuting at- 


torney in the 3rd Judicial Dis- 
trict. He ran unsuccessfully for 
attorney general 
in 1962 and 


won 
a statewide following in 


1965 
as a Faubus critic during 


a year as president of the Ar- 
kansas Young Democrats. 


Sulcer, 41, is serving his 14th 


year as a state representative. 
He says he is the only real can- 
didate because only he filed for 
governor 
before 
Faubus 
an- 


nounced 
his 
retirement 
in 


March. 


Faubus, true to his promise 


to stay out of the primary, has 
made no public utterance for 
any candidate. But the others 
say Holt as the backing of Fau- 
bus' organization and the tacit 
blessing of the governor. 


The 
Democratic 
candidates 


have agreed that the question 
of which could best carry the 
Democratic 
banner 
against 


Rockefeller should be one of the 
prime considerations in the vot* 
ing. 


Faubus warned them all that 


a mud-slinging campaip would 
set the winner up for Rocke* 
feller in November. 


Issues were never clearly de* 


veloped because no topic of dis- 
agreement was widely explored 
by the candidates. 


Holt has answered charges 


about his machine connections 
by saying his public record 
would show he was free and 
unfettered. 


Sam Boyce has talked about 


constitutional 
revision, 
reor- 


ganization of state and county 
governments and prison reform, 
but these subjects were general- 


ly ignored by the othef 
dates.

Growing Pains Are Real

When a child complained 


of pains in his legs 60 years 
ago, every grandmother knew 
the child was suffering from 
growing pains. She was sure 
the child would outgrow the 
pains and a d v i s e d all con- 
cerned to forget about it. This 
proved to be a bad policy, be- 
cause in many children the 
pains were an early sign of 
r h e u m a t i c fever or some 
other disease that should not 
be neglected. 


In others the cause might 


be flat feet, weak ankles or 
muscular cramps and the be- 
lief that there was no such 
thing as simple growing pains 
gained wide acceptance. Now 
Dr. James E. Boone of To- 
ronto, after a thorough study 
of the leg pains that occur at 
night in children from 2 to 17, 
has convinced h i m s e l f that 
growing pains really do exist. 
They are most common be- 
tween the ages 8 to 12 and oc- 
cur equally in boys and girls. 
They are seen chiefly in chil- 
dren who are thin and who 
have overprotective parents. 


The pains are d e e p and 


their exact location is poorly 
defined. Dr. Boone believes 
the cause is the stretching of 
tendons and ligaments as the 
bodies increase in length. He 
emphasizes the fact that, if 
yoqr child has swelling, red- 
ness, tenderness to deep pres- 
sure, muscle spasms or limita- 
tioji of the full range of mo- 
tion in his legs, you must sus- 
pect some organic disease as 
the; cause. Also, if the pains 
are: present in the daytime 
and; cause the child to limit 
his!: p h y s i c a l activity, the 
chinces are that the pains are 
due; to disease and not merely 
to growing. 


If organic disease can be 


ruled out, give the child a 
dose of aspirin appropriate 
for: his age w h e n he com- 
plains of leg pains at night. 
No: other treatment is neces- 


sary. 


Q_Three times in the past 


six weeks our 7-year-old son 
has walked in his sleep. When 
we waken him, he does not 
seem to know where he is at 
first. What c a u s e s this0 Is 
there any treatment? 


A—Sleepwalking is m o r e 


common in children than in 
adults. The sleepwalker's eyes 
are open and he u s u a l l y 
avoids bumping into furniture 
or injuring himself. The sight 
of an unfamiliar object may 
wake him up. If you speak to 
him and tell him quietly to go 
back to bed, he will most 
likely show no sign of hear- 
ing you. You should, there- 
fore, gently lead him back to 
bed, preferably without wak- 
ing him. Whether you awaken 
him or not, he will not remem- 
ber the episode next morning. 
The cause is believed to be 
overstimulation 
just 
before 


going to bed or emotional ten- 
sion. The best treatment is 
avoidance of such causes.

Trigere has some advice for women plan-

"Get one long evening dress (not a ball 


gown) in red, black or gray. This will give 
you good wear for about three years. Later 
you add another, but the red, black or gray 
dress is still there. It supplies the same need 
as a man's tuxedo." 


When she travels, she has a full schedule- 


dinners, radio and television appearances— 
and must be beautifully turned out for all 
sorts of occasions. She solves the luggage 
problem by taking everything in one color 
so that the number of accessories and make- 
up items needed is cut to the bone.

most women believe they are 
allergic to some of their cos- 
metics.

GAME OR PAN? 


Many fishermen feel pan fish

need more preparation. All 
loose and crumbling plaster 
must be removed. Undercut 
the edges of a crack so that it 
is narrower at the surface 
than below the surface. This 
will hold in the fresh plaster. 


Small holes, such as nail or 


screw holes, should be filled 
to the bottom. Wet the area 
first, then start packing in the 
plaster. Level off the surface 
and wet it again. Larger areas 
should also be wetted first, 
then filled with plaster in lay- 
ers. Build the patch to within 
an eighth of an inch of the 
surface. 
Allow to stand for 


about an hour and then fill 
and level off after again wet- 
ting down the surface. Use a 
trowel to smooth the surface. 


If you score the surface of 


the first coat of plaster, using 
the trowel to make criss-cross 
lines, the succeeding 
coats 


will adhere better. This is par- 
ticularly true of large areas 
rather than cracks. 


Wait a day after the job 


is done and then sand the 
surface 
smooth 
with 
fine 


sandpaper. Use clear white 
shellac or glue size to seal the 
surface. The area is then 
ready for painting. 


Many homes have walls of 


dry-wall construction. These 
are four by eight-foot sections 
of plaster board. Replacing 
the entire panel because some- 
one has made a hole in it is 
costly and involves consider- 
able work. It's easier and 
cheaper to cut out a section of 
the panel between studs, a 
section in which the hole or 
dent appears, and replace 
only this.

A string o r c h e s t r a played minuets and 
waltzes. A gypsy orchestra fiddled romantic airs 


And in the garden, on the edge of the Mediterranean, a 


pink-tented pavilion swayed with rock 'n' roll and the click 
of So-minimum slot machines. 


If there was a star, it had to be Princess Grace, who floated 


around in an apricot-colored ante bellum sea of skirts and 
went out into the garden to nibble on a vanilla ice cream cone.

I'.rooke. 27, has already served 
a year in the Vladimir jail 
near Moscow for this trifling 
offense. 
Now 
the 
British 


schoolmaster, who is suffering 
from a stomach disorder, is 
being transferred to a labor 
camp to serve the remaining 
lour years of his sentence. 


The Soviets have rejected 


the British Foreign Office re- 
quest that Brooke be allowed 
to remain in Vladimir jail, 
where he has hopes of seeing 
liis wife and of contacting the 
British 
consul 
occasionally. 


The Russians have also rejec- 
ted the plea that Brooke be 
allowed to receive British food 
parcels to supplement his in- 
adequate prison rations. 


Aside from warning British 


tourists that they risk being 
arrested for similar trivial of- 
fenses if they visit the Soviet 
I ' n i o n . the Labor government 
has shown few signs of stand- 
ing up to the. Kremlin in the 
Brooke matter. 


The London Daily Mail says 


that the government has be- 
haved with "futile and humili- 
ating impotence," while the 
Daily Telegraph is shocked by 
the 
government's "tone o'f 


mild resignation." 


The British attitude is being 


contrasted here to the tough 
stand taken by the U.S. State- 
Department in the Mott case. 
Newcomb Mott, 27, a Mass- 
achusetts bookseller, alleged- 
ly committed suicide last Jan- 
uary after being jailed for IB 
months for illegal entry into 
the Soviet Union. 


The Russians say that Mott 


slashed his throat with a razor 
en route to a labor camp to 
serve part of his sentence. But 
the State Department, in a 
stiff 
protest 
note, 
has de- 


manded 
that 
the 
Russians 


either produce proof of Mott's 
suicide or take responsibility 
for his death.

Arkansas, we succeeded in securing the location of the Red 
River Vocational Technical School in hempstead County. 
This fine Vocational Technical School will both educate and 
train students to become qualified and skilled workers and 
will thus assist us in attracting industry to locate in Hemp- 
stead County. Although this school is scheduled to be com- 
pleted in September, we should begin planning for its growth 
and expansion and I pledge you, that as your Representative 
end as a member of the Legislative Council, I will be work- 
ing for this objective when budgets are being considered 
this Fall for the 1967 Regular Session of the General As- 
sembly. 


As was the case in securing the Vocational Technical 


School, we have brought about the designation of Hempstead 
County as one of 4 sites of a Regional State hospital. The 
announcement of this was recently made and the funds pro- 
vided by Legislative Act become available on July 1 of this 
year. This will be a 200 bed hospital and construction should 
soon get under way. Much can be done in the future for the 
expansion of this facility and the development of adjacent 
medical facilities dealing with research, nurses training 
and special medical projects. This will, of course, mean' 
additional employment for local citizens. With the experince 
I have gained as your Representative, I will exert my best 
efforts for continued growth and expansion of this Reaioncl 
State Hospital.
